Members wishing to serve as 
volunteer Red Cross communicators 
should complete a form elsewhere in 
the newsletter. Indicate first and 
second choices for shifts.

to date your application. No appli- 
cations can be accepted after 
October 5. 

A member who accepts the 
responsibility of manning a shift 
and experiences a conflict which 
prevents him from working will be 
expected to be responsible for 
automatically providing someone of 
equal qualifications as a re- 
placement.

DX- How To Find It

Quite often in the midst of DX pileups 
it's not unusual to hear an unidentified op- 
erator ask "what direction?." As all antennas 
have some form of directivity, the beam is the 
DXer's choice. However, general directions will 
not necessarily guarantee a QSO with the target- 
ed DX station. Degree headings can make or break 
your chances of increasing your DXCC total coun- 
try count. For example, the general heading 
northeast may insure nearly every western Euro- 
pean country will be in range of your projected 
Signal. Sweden at 29° will be easily within your 
reach; but why settle for a rather easy catch 
when J28, Djibouti, also in a northeastern path, 
may answer your call if you direct your signal 
a few more degrees towards south. Sound confus- 
ing? Not really. 

As hes already been noted, all antennas 
are directive. The vertical radiates equally 
well in all directions- it's omnidirectional. 
The dipole, on the other hand, directs its 
energy broadside to the plane of the dipole 
itself. Moreover, a beam is designed to rad- 
iate nearly all of its ener:y in a forward 
direction although there is s minor lobe off 
the back of the antenna. Therefore, because 
of its directivity and the ebility to easily 
rotate the antenna, the beam is a standard 
favorite with the DXer. However, the dipole 
should not be disregarded as an effective 
radiator. The fact that it radietes equally 
well in two directions can be e hindrance 
at times, but its cost as opposed to a beam 
is minimel. Other antennas are availeble but 
most are variations of the above three. 

Still, how does one determine the exact 
direction to guarantee maximum results? As 
we all know, radio waves travel from one 
point to another by reflection- reflection 
between the ionosphere end the earth. 

Naturally, the greater the distance ea sig- 
nal is projected the more it will become 
influenced by absorbtion and scattering. 
Therefore, it is only logical that one 

direct his antenna along the shortest 

path possible. Geometry tells us that 

the shortest distance between two points 

is a staight line; however, this is not 

the case for the radio amateur. The earth 

is spherical in shape; and, consequently, the 
shortest path between two points will be cur- 
ved. This line is known as the great circle 
path, and the angle it forms with e line run- 


ning due north through your shack measured 
clockwise from 0 to 360° is called the great 
circle bearing. Thus, the great circle bear- 
ing is the degree heading on which the ant- 
enna should be set. Extending this line be- 
yond the station in question will return the 
line to the point of origin. In effect, then, 
there are two great circle paths between any 
two stations- a short path and e lon; path. 
fs proporation studies indicate the band may 
not be open across the short path; consequent 
ly, the operator may establish contact via 
the long path. A simple principle of reci- 
procity is involved here: for example, a 
station on a 90° short path bearing from 
your station may be heard on the opposite 
beam heading 270°. Reciprocity, however, 
sdds to the confusion. On which heading 

does the DX station beam his signal to you? 
It would seem that he should direct his 
Signal via the reciprocal path; however, 
this is not the case. The DX station's 
bearing, known as the return bearing, has 

no relationship to your outward bearing. 

The DX station points to you over the short 
path. In addition, a bearing 180° opposite 
the return bearing would be the path which 
the DX station uses to point toward you over 
the long path. Remember, the bearing you 
call return is what the DX station calls his 
outward bearing. 

An easier method of finding radio di- 
rections involves the use of maps. However, 
not just any map will do. Most of us learned 
our sixth grade geography from an old Mercator 
map. The Mercator map does not show true di- 
rections and gives the earth a flat appear- 
ance. Telling a school age youngster that 
one flys over Alaska on the way to Japan 
would probably bring a blank stare from the 
energy conscious minded student! The Mercator 
mep indicates that Japan is west of the United 
State, , 


On the other hand, the azimuthal equi- 
distant map used by amateur redio hobbyists 
indicates directions useful for radio bear- 
ings. It includes the great circle bearings 
needed for proper antenna rotation, Ideally 
this map is centered on your QTH, Most maps 
of this type, however, are centered on San 
Francisco, Washington, D.C., or, more com- 
monly, on Witchita, Kansas, the geographical 
center of the United States. The degree dif- 
ference between Raleigh and Witchita are 
nearly negligible for our purposes and are, 
therefore, most nearly accurate for your 
projections. The current edition of the ARRL 
Radio Amateur Map of the World is ideal for 


use. It includes much essential data such 

as great circle bearings and includes among 
other things international radio prefixes, 
principal cities of the world, local time 
zones, WAC divisions, and great circle mea- 
surement in both kilometers and miles. The map 
was produced for the ARRL by Rand McNally, 

the noted cartographers, and is quite accurate. 
It is a large map and can be reac comfortably 
from your operating position. Moreover, it 

is a colorful addition to any radio shack. 

The great circle bearings are found on the 
perimeter of the map, and an imaginary line 
drawn from your QTH to e distant station will 
give you the correct beam heading. 

Recent computer studies indicate an even 
more accurate way of determining the needed 
directions. Your location determined by long- 
itude and letitude is fed into the cor-uter 


which then determines the radio bearing need- 
ed to eccurately pinpoint any location within 
the world. These computer projections can be 
purchased via magazine advertisements or di- 
rectly from DX associetions which fund ex- 
peditions to various DX locales. Quite often 
QSL managers included the necessary information 
on obtaining printouts when returning your SASE,. 
The only thing needed is your exact location. 
Geodetic surveys indicate that the capitol 
building in Raleigh is located at latitude 

35° 46' 46.67" North and longitude 78° 38! 
19.44" West. How accurate can you get? 

Beam headings, thus, will not guarantee 
contact with a distant station; however, they 
will certainly increase your odds. With today's 
multi-element beams and there increased gain 
and narrow radiated patterns why miss the rare 
ones?
